-Processor 121 is active, Processor 122 is backup 
-Each execute software version 1 .0 
-P121 generates run time state updates 
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Reload Processor 122 with version 2.0 

Disable new version 2.0 features 

Make Processor 122 standby for Processor 121 

Processor 121 generates updates to Processor 122 
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Make Processor 122 active to evaluate version 2.0 
If not successful, Processor 121 is active and 
Processor 122 falls back to version 1.0 
Return to step 200 if failed 
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If successful, isolate Processor 121 by taking out 

service 
Continue to step 205 
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Reload Processor 121 with version 2.0 
Disable new features 
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Make Processor 121 standby for Processor 122
